(1. ) Rebearf. They never had any Ground | 


againft me, upon that Head. For I never 
thought the Church was in Danger under 
the Queen’s Adminiftration. Of whofe 
Affettion to the Church as no Man can 
doubt, fo is her Safety wrapt up in that 
of the Church, and Infeparablo from it. 
As it was with her Royal Grand-Father. 
Who foon fell a Sacrifice to jtheir Rage, 
who had before Pulid down the Church; 
Notwithftanding of their Many and moft 
Earneft Proteftations of Loyalty, and taking 
God to Witnefs, that they meant no 
Harm to him in all that; but wou’d 
make him a Glorious King. Which they 
Perform’d, like the Oracles of the Devit, 
in a Different Senfe from what they in- 
tended he fhow’d Underftand. 


( 2.) I confefs,I thought, if there was 
Danger to the Church, it was from the 
Multitude of moft Scurrilous and Scandalous 
Papers and Pamphlets which Flew about all 
the Nation; Rendring the Church the Feft 
and Abhorrence of the Populace, And I

Infulted , in fo Open and Notorious a 
Manner, as has of late befallen the Chureb 
of England. \t far exceeds what was done 
in Forty-One. There were then feveral 
Seditious Pamphlets ftole abroad, which 
fufficiently Poifon'd the People, aud Prepar’d 
them for the Revolation that was Enfuing. 
As King Charles the firft, too late obferv’d, 
and Attributed the Chief Caufe of the 








Rebellion to their Influence. But there was 
not Then a Mint, a Fund, a Bank fet up, 
to Furnifh every Day in the Week with 
Frefh Libels againft the ‘Church, the Authors 
Known, and after Pynifhment, going on 
with it; And fome of them putting their 
Names to it, and Defying Fuftice! Forty 
One affords no Precedent for this! hi 


( 3.) However, while the Queen keeps 
the Adminiftration, we cannot Fear the 
Diffolutien of our Church, becaufe it wou’d 
be her own Diffolution. And fhe muft 
know it. 


( 4.) But, Countryman, what do you 
think?

No doubt he knows the mind 
of their Dear Brethren here in England, and 
that they Both A& in Concert, as they al- 
ways have done. But now, Country-man, 
I come to fhew you how this Union is 
to be Compleated, fince Scotland is Tena- 
cious, and will not Yield an Ace.
